HAS MAN AN IMMORTAL SOUL? 


The Creation of Man is recorded in 
Gen. ii. 7. The account is plain and 
simple. Man, we are told, was made 
the. result of the breath of life ebeing 
from the dust of the ground, and, ‘as 
breathed into him, became a_ living 
soul. The apostle Paul makes con- 
firmatory allusion to the subject when 
he says: “The first man is of the earth, 
earthly” (1 Cor. xv. 47). There is no 
room here. for the immortality of the 
soul. Man is a living soul, but not, 
therefore, an ever-living soul, That 
man is subject to death (which an im- 
mortal soul could not-be) is a fact 
insisted upon waroughout the Scrip- 
tures :— 

“By one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin; and so. death 
passed upon all:men, for that all have 
sinned.” | (Rom. v. 12.) 

“What man is he that liveth, and 
shall not see death? ‘Shall he deliver 
his soul from the hand of the grave?” 
(Ps. Ixxxix 48.) : 

The many references to ‘the condition 
of man in the death state are an evi- 
dence of his absolute mortality. The 
Scriptures declare positively that man, 
when dead, knows not anything :— 

“The living know that they shall 
die, but the dead know not anything.” 
(Eccles ix 5.)

_ Ask for Frozen Fish — 


Prejudice Against It Is Due to Im- 
proper Handling in Homes 


The food controller, through 
fish ¢ommittee of his office, is: en- 
deavoring to encourage increased use 
in Canada of frozen fish. This ef- 
fort 1s part of ‘the larger campaign 
to increase consumption of all kinds 
of fish in order to release’ beef, bacon 


and other meats for export to the 
Allies. 


An increased demand for _ frozen 
fish should r4ult in the decrease 
in market price as dn abundant sup- 
ply available. Many people have. a 
prejudice against frozen fish simply 
because, they do not understand the 
proper method of handling it. What- | 
ever may have been the practice >in 
the past, the present method of freez- 
ing fish shortly after they are caught 
prevents deterioration and the fish is 
delivered to the consumer in ideal 
condition. 

_ To prepare ftozen fish for cooking 
it should be put in cold.. water and 
left there for several hours in order 
that frost may be entirely thawe 

from it. It will then be in practical 
ly the same condition as before’ it 
was frozen. Many people make the 
mistake of pouring hot, or even boil- 
ing water, on frozen fish in order to 
thaw it. This has the result of 
breaking down the tissues and leav- 
ing the fish.in a flabby condition 
which makes it undesirable for cook- 


ing. 

Mr. H. B. Short, manager of the 
Digby branch of the Maritime Fish 
Corporation, has been visiting the 
office of the food controller and con-! 
ferring with the members of the fish | 


the 


committee. He tells something © of | 
the activities of the fishermen in 
Lunenburg country, Nova - Scotia, 


and states that he would like to see} 
them pursuing their industry during ' 
the winter months next year. At t 
present 75 ships with something like | 
1,500 men are idle in Lunenburg | 
county. This represenis an enorm-' 
ous’ wastage of fish which might} 
readily be sold in a frozen’ condition | 
all over the country. According to 
his estimate the use of a carload of 
frozen fish releases six tons of meat | 
for the men overseas. | The educa- 
tional campaign is being vigorously 
pursued in’ the. Maritime, Provinces 
and the use of frdzen fish is advo- 
cated. According to Mr. Short the 
fishing industry suffered greatly last 
winter because of the shortage | of 
salt. Only about a quarter of the 
total catch.i. Nova Scotia is market- 
ed in its fresh state. The food con- 
troller is trying to, make arrange- 
ments, through the shipping board, 
for adequate shipmegts of salt this 
year from Italy, Spajn and Portugal.
